Gieee are 
several theories no of 
them conciusive One idea is 
that the whole earth is «<'owiyw 
xPan ig. Certain thevretical 
physicists have suggested that 
the earth's gravitationa: field 
would get weaker as the uni- 
verse becomes older. This 
could make the earth swell 
ike a dried pea. placed in 
water 

Drifting Apart 

Another theory is that the 
main continents are arifting 
apart and the cracks are 6 
kind of wound in the crust 
opened by the parting land 
masses et another theory 
pictures massive currents of 
molten rock circuiating deep 
beneath the earth's surface, 
producing tension in the ocean 
floor, and tending to compress 
the continents and pile up 
mountains 

There are objections to al 
these theories althou 
some combination of the dif- 
ferent ideas may turn sut te 


Soe the best explanation But 


as more and more suciear 
submarines begin to roam be 
neath the sea. other unexpec- 
ted discoveries may be made. 
The invention of the aero. 
Plane was a tremendous seti- 
mulus to the study of the air 
and the weather. Nuclear 
submarines are likely to pro- 
vide a similar stimulus to the 
study of the oceans and of 
the ocean floor.
